lutely  necessary.  We  can  fight  with 
the  ntmust  stubbornness  when  we 
arc  once  aroused,  but  it  is  hardly  pos- 
•ible  to  make  ua  prepare  ourselvea 
for  war  If  in  the  past  we  have  not 
actually  prepared  for  peace  in  the 
manner  in  wbleh  some  of  the  advo- 
cates of  diaarmanient  suggest  is  the 
only  way  to  obtain  it,  we  have  cer- 
tainly never  acted  on  the  axiom  that 
■preparedness  is  the  best  weapon  in 
diplomacy  '  W  c  have  ^  never  been 
ready  for  any  war  in  which  we  have 
taken  part.
